AND A MERRY CHRISTMAS TO YOU! 


Maybe members of the State Assembly haven't heard about 
Governor E. G. Brown's "bare bone" budget, or maybe the spirit! 
of Christmas has become overpowering, but whatever it is that 
motivates them, Assemblymen are buying themselves 75 new cars| 
— Chevy Impalas — and the best is none too good for them. | 

‘ Now an Impala isn't exactly an economy package when basic 
bid specification is for a 300 HP Turbo-fire motor, plus power} 
steering, power brakes, power windows, air conditioning, white! 
wall tires, electric clocks, radios, heav -duty batteries and radia-' 
tors, and various other items which, taken in total, add up to that; 
total known as “loaded”. 


We suppose it is inconceivable that an Assemblyman could: 
fumble around the state in any car with less than 300 horses up 
front, and it is, of course, logical that even a loaded Impala isn't 
good enough for some, for the basic bid has been augmented 
on six cars by specifications calling for a 340-horse motor; five 
have AM-FM stereo radios; scattered through the special specifi- 
cations for specific cars are comfortilt steering wheels; remote- 
operated, fender-mounted spotlights; power seats; all vinyl inter- 
ior trim; speed and cruise control equipment; sports-styled steer- 
ing wheels; tri-volume horn; tachometers; extra-thick foam-cushion 
seats; automatic dimmers; and that necessary equipment without 
which no one should think of putting a car in motion — an auto 
compass. 

Scattered among State Assemblymen are some who just don't 
know a good thing when they see it, or maybe they are inhibit- 
ed by a Scrooge complex.

I would like to keep them but 
our Bermuda grass is so strong 
now that it has become belliger- 
ant and hard to manage in recent 
months. Besides the wife says 
that last year’s leaves aren’t com- 
pletely decomposed yet. The leaves 
are so deep that they have become 
a hazard. I can’t find the picnic 
table in the back yard. It has got- 
ten so bad that we have to use the 
buddy system when we go into the 
yard, you can’t go out unless there 
are two of you and you keep in 
constant contact by shouting to 
each other at fifteen second inter- 
vals. A fully equipped safari train 
wandered out of the leaves Satur- 
day morning and then disappeared 
into the wilds of the Porter Slough 
(now, there’s a REAL wilderness 
area for you), they had several 
really nice trophy heads. It’s a 
good year for rhinoceros. 

The leaves are fog-soaked and 
heavy.
